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Ir seems to be determined that the Aftna Life Insurance 
Company of Hartford will take up the accident business with 
the beginning of the year. The A®tna has long had a penchant 
for this class of business and, having the right to do so, pro- 
poses to enter upon this field heretofore unexplored by it. The 
tna has been a prominent and successful life assurance com- 
pany for a great many years and, with its agency force well or- 
ganized throughout the entire country, should be able to make 
an excellent and immediate showing of business. Whether its 
corps of agents specially trained for life work will find them- 
selves at home in soliciting accident insurance is a problem to 
be solved ; but there is no good reason why the addition of an 
accident branch to an agency should not largely increase its busi- 
ness. The A®tna will certainly have the best wishes for its 
success of all who know its history and admire the energy and 
enterprise it has displayed in the past. 





An occasional correspondent of THE SPECTATOR recently 
telegraphed us for publication the fact that a mutual insurance 
company in the West had been required to levy an assessment 
upon its members to make good its reinsurance reserve, at the 
same time stating that it was a matter of rumor that the Pine 
Tree Mutual and the Woodworkers Mutual of Winona, Minn., 
were also making an assessment. We have received a letter 
from C, B. Boothe, secretary of the companies named, denying 
the truth of this report. He says that the Pine Tree Mutual is 
in satisfactory condition, confining its business to selected risks 
of woodworking property ; has had very few losses during the 
three months it has been in business and that there has been no 
thought of making an assessment. The fact that so many 
mutuals, especially in the West, have been in trouble recently 
has brought suspicion upon all of them, and reports are sure to 
be circulated very freely. Our correspondent telegraphed what 
was current at that time without any idea of injuring the com- 
panies referred to. He felt it his duty to give the news and 
was misled by common report. 





Now it is the city of Pensacola, Fla., that has entered the 
field of mendicancy and is passing round the hat among the in- 
surance companies to raise money to provide additional means 
of fire protection. Communications have been sent to the fire 
insurance companies doing business in that city setting forth 
that a number of small fires that have recently occurred, mainly 
through defective flues, stove pipes and defective construc- 
tion of buildings, demands the appointment of an in- 
Spector as a means of preventing such fires in future. They 
think that a tax of $20 or $25 a year on each company doing 
business in Pensacola would be sufficient to defray this expense. 
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We trust that the companes will refuse to contribute to this 
charity fund. If the propertyowners in Pensacola are not com- 
petent to provide their own protection, they should be allowed 
to bear the consequences. If the hazard is so great as has been 
represented in this communication, the insurance companies 
should forthwith advance their rates in that city to a point that 
is adequate to the risk incurred through the carelessness, negli- 
gence or recklessness of the propertyowners. There is no more 
reason why underwriters should be appealed to as a class for 
such relief than other citizens. They are not eleemosynary in- 
stitutions going about the country looking for holes into which 
to throw their surplus money. 





THE constantly occurring fires in different sections of the coun- 
try, and the enormous annual waste of property by fire, amounting 
to considerably over $100,000,000, convey no lessons to many 
propertyowners, and not a few municipalities neglect the warn- 
ing thus given them. Shreveport, La., is one of the places that 
has long been unmindful of the perils that surround it, and has per- 
mitted its fire department to disband, thus depriving itself of all 
proper means of fire protection. Recently an extensive fire 
brought a number of special agents to Shreveport, and one of 
them writes that while the town owns two good fire engines, one 
hook and ladder truck and two hose carriages, it has neither 
men nor horses to take them to a fire. Such a statement, if 
true, should be sufficient to induce the insurance companies to 
advance their rates one or two hundred per cent, or to cancel 


all their policies on property in the town. When property-. 


owners grow so careless, and even defiant, as is indicated by their 
permitting the fire department to go to pieces, they should be 
made to assume the entire responsibility for such proceedings, 
and not permitted to throw it upon the insurance companies. If 
they were not insured, they would forthwith adopt means for 
protection against fire, but having such indemnity they have 
grown reckless. A little depletion of their pocket-books by 
means of greatly advanced rates, would soon bring them ‘to 
their senses. There is some talk of organizing a paid fire 
department at Shreveport, but unless some powerful incentive 
to prompt action is employed, the matter is likely to be indefi- 
nitely postponed. 





WE have repeatedly directed attention to the pernicious prac- 
tice that some of the accident companies indulge in of giving 
away their policies for two, three or four months to almost any- 
one who will take them. By so doing they assume large risks 
for a limited period without receiving a dollar as compensation. 
The latest instance of this kind brought to our attention is con 
tained in a circular issued by C. S. Somerville, secretary of the 
Traders and Travelers Accident Company of New York. This 
is a circular addressed apparently very generally to members of 
the medical profession, announcing that, on receipt of an appli- 
cation, they will issue a policy for $5000 paid-up for thirty days, 
free of charge. This policy guarantees $5000 indemnity in the 
event of accidental death and $25 per week for fifty-two weeks 
should the insured meet with a disabling injury. In offering to 
give his policies away, Mr. Somerville virtually declares that they 
are not worth anything, and we are quite ready to accept his 
judgment in regard to them. If accident insurance is good for 
anything, it is worth paying for. But what do the other policy- 
holders in this company think of such proposals? They are re- 
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quired to pay full rates for their insurance, while here a lot of 
other fellows are let in for nothing and, should any of them 
die, the paying members have got to foot the bill. The law of 
this State prohibits life assurance companies from making any 
discrimination between its policyholders, and it would be a good 
thing for the public if that law could be extended by legislation 
this winter to apply to assessment companies. We sincerely hope 
it will be. An assessment association, no more than an old line 
company, has no right to assume a risk without compensation, 
any more than it has a right to give away the sums it may rea- 
lize from mortuary assessments, It is a robbery perpetrated on 
paying members, and we hope to see a law passed which will 
prohibit such proceedings in future. 





Tuer is likely to be considerable disappointment in connec- 
tion with Prof. Koch’s discovery of a cure for incipient con- 
sumption. Correspondents and enthusiasts have so enlarged 
upon the matter as to have conveyed the impression that the 
worst forms of consumption could be cured by his new dis- 
covery. Prof. Koch, however, has made no such claim, and the 
experiments that he has made seem to demonstrate that his 
remedy is effective only in the earlier stages of consumption. 
Science has not yet reached the point of providing a man with 
a new set of lungs when he has exhausted the pair given him by 
nature. Asa consequence of the exaggerated reports regarding 
the discovery, patients have flocked to Berlin by the hundreds, 
many of them only to meet with disappointment, the. disease in 
many cases having gone beyond the power of science to control. 
In incipient cases, however, especially cases of external tuber- 
culosis, the new remedy has been eminently successful. Many 
physicians of Europe and of this country as well have hastened 
to Berlin to attend the clinics of Prof. Koch, and thereby ascer- 
tain from himself and the medical gentlemen associated with 
him the nature of the new treatment and its capabilities. There 
seems to be no doubt that the discovery is an important one, 
and will rid the dread disease, consumption, of many of its ter- 
rors. According to the statistics of the census of 1880, it is 
shown that out of 756,893 deaths, 91,270 were attributable to 
consumption, a ratio of 18 to every 10,000 inhabitants. Prof. 
Koch having discovered that the disease can be arrested and 
cured in its earlier stages, science will not be long in discover- 
ing the means for detecting its presence in time to permit of the 
application of the remedy. Prof. Koch’s experiments regarding 
baccilli have extended over a number of years, and he is now 
experimenting to see if remedies can be found for cancer, diph- 
theria, scrofula, and various other diseases which are supposed to 
be propagated by means of baccilli. 





Tue New York Life Insurance Company is not having things 
allits own way in the policy “twisting” business to which we 
referred two weeks ago. Its general agent for the State of Mich- 
igan, C. W. Moore, has sent us a circular wherein he complains 
that the agents of other companies in that State are using their 
best endeavors to induce policyholders to leave his company 
and insure in the one they represent. He virtually charges that 
this is a conspiracy among the agents to injure the business of 
the New York Life, and he indulges in some vituperation which, 
if the facts are as he states them, is entirely justifiable so far as 


he is concerned. The business which he has placed with the 
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New York Life, and which he is supposed to control, Constitutes 
his means of livelihood to a greater or less extent, and “ twist. 
ing” his policies away from him is like taking the bread and 
butter from his mouth, fully justifying the use of language 
as vigorous as that embodied in his circular. It is not, how. 
ever, surprising that agents of other companies should use their 
best endeavors to steal business away from the New York Life, 
for that is the practice which that company indulges in to an 
unlimited extent. It does not recognize the rights of other 
companies, or of the agents of other companies, to the business 
which they write, but sends its agents openly or secretly to ip. 
duce policyholders to lapse their policies and take others with 
them. It organized a raid upon the business of the Metropoli- 
tan Life recently in Boston, extended it to the New England 
States generally, and is now drifting westward, pursuing the 
same disreputable methods of corrupting agents and inducing 
them to “twist” policies out of the Metropolitan and into the 
New York Life. It has done this thing heretofore as regards 
other companies, but just now it wants industrial business 
badly and so has made the industrial companies the special ob- 
jective point. While Mr. Moore complains that he is losing 
business through the acts of his competitors, he cannot but rea- 
lize that he is being eaten with the same sauce that the New 
York Life serves to others. This whole business of policy 
“twisting” is no better than wholesale robbery, and whether it 
is indulged in by the New York Life or the agents of any other 
company, it is something to be deprecated and denounced. 
Our sympathies are with Mr. Moore decidedly on general prin- 
ciples, but as his company happens to be the chief offender at 
the present time in prosecuting these disgraceful methods, the 
justice of his cause loses much of its force, while sympathy for 
him as an individual is swallowed up in the indignation gener- 
ally felt by life men at the course pursued by the company he 
represents. 





Tue “ big Injun” company, otherwise the American Casualty 
Insurance and Security Company of Baltimore, has secured 
admission to'the majority of States in the Union, and is doing 
an extended business upon the lines laid down by it as hereto- 
fore specified in our columns. It has not, however, succeeded 
in obtaining a license to do business in the States of New York 
and Connecticut: As we understand it, the objection made by 
Superintendent Maxwell is that the company proposes to cover 
four or five kinds of insurance under one form of policy, and, 
further, that the company is largely made up of citizens of 
New York who obtained their charter in Maryland for the 
reason that they could obtain in that State greater privileges 
than would be allowed by any charter they could obtain in 
their own State. ‘There is no question raised as to the financial 
ability of the company, as it was organized with $1,000,000 of 
paid-up capital and $500,000 of surplus. But the expediency 
of permitting it to cover various distinct forms of insurance 
under a blanket policy is the mooted question. If the same 
gentlemen had organized five separate companies each for the 
transaction of a special line of business, and each having 
$200,000 of “capital, they would have been entitled under the 
laws and without question to conduct the same business they 
now propose to do with one organization. Just where the 
difference lies between one company with the same amount of 
capital that the five would have, doing the same business that 
they would, it is somewhat difficult to see. No doubt the com- 
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pany would be glad to transact business in New York and 
Connecticut, but if the supervising officers in these States, in 
the exercise of their arbitrary powers, see fit to keep them out, 
the company will not suffer greatly, for it is likely to get about 
as much business as it wants in other sections of the country. 
Propertyowners of these States who are being deprived of the 
use of this large amount of insurance capital to indemnify them 
against losses, are the chief sufferers. It is probable, however, 
that arrangements will ultimately be made, by means of which 
the company will be able to do some, if not all, kinds of busi- 
ness it proposes to transact in both Connecticut and New York. 





THERE has been some discussion in the weekly insurance journals about the 
propriety of the’ publication by one of them of certain reports made to the 
National Board by the special agent employed by that body to discover the 
conditions of the fire departments, buildings, etc., in the various cities. It 
does not seem to have occurred to anyone to criticise these reports themselves, 
but we desire to remark that if the samples published are all the information 
the National Board is getting from Inspector Smith, the money might as 
well have been saved and much better applied to the circulation of THE Spec- 
yaTor Year Book. Mr. Smith’s special report on the city of Rochester is 
published in Insurance, and it is hardly so full and so specific as that given in 
the Year Book published by THE SPECTATOR Company. We are inclined 
to think that on the whole our esteemed contemporaries have been ‘‘ taken 
in,” and that the interesting part of Mr. Smith’s report has not been given 
them, but instead of that, some. garbled extracts from printed reports which 
have been accessible to everybody for some years.—/nsurance Journal, 


When the National Board voted to employ an inspector to 
inspect and report upon the fire departments of different cities, 
we were informed by Mr. Yereance, chairman of the committee 
on fire departments and water supply, that the information fur- 
nished by such inspector would be entirely confidential, and 
given only to those companies that contributed to the cost of 
obtaining it. We held THe Specrator to be as much bound 
by this condition of confidence as though we had been a sub- 
scribing company, and, consequently, have made no effort to 
secure any of the reports of the inspector. Another journal 
saw fit to print one of Inspector Smith’s reports, and from this 
we gather that he is doing acceptable work in a limited field. 
Herein his work differs materially from that begun by THE 
SPECTATOR in 1878 and prosecuted continuously ever since. 
This is the compilation of information showing how the cities 
and towns of this country are equipped with the means for fire 
protection and water supply, the result of our inquiries forming 
an important feature of each annual issue of The Year Book. 
No one can appreciate the difficulties encountered in gathering 
such information unless they have been engaged in similar 
work, Perseverance, however, has been rewarded in our case, 
and now the statistics relative to fire protection published by us 
are fuller and more complete than have ever before been com- 
piled. In his reports to the National Board, the chairman of 
the fire department and water supply committee has compli- 
mented us on their completeness, and they are in daily use by 
hundreds of underwriters. In The Year Book for 1890 there 
are reports, gathered from official sources, from some 5000 
cities and towns, presented in a condensed form, yet covering 
every essential particular, so that when an underwriter receives 
an application to write a policy on property in a given city or 
town, he can, by a glance at The Year Book, ascertain how that 
place is equipped with means for preventing and extinguishing 
fires. This information is invaluable to underwriters and covers 
the whole country. One inspector forthe National Board could 
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not visit the places named in our statistics and make special 
reports, in five years, and by the time he had made his last 
report the first of the series would be ancient history. Our 
reports are fresh for all places every year, showing improve- 
ments made in the systems of water supply, additions to the 
fire extinguishing equipment, the force of firemen employed, 
and, in fact, all that an intelligent underwriter desires’ to know 
to enable him to form a judgment as to the protection against 
fire any given place has provided. ‘This information is furnished 
us by superintendents of water supply systems, chiefs of fire 
departments or other municipal officers, and, as a rule, is 
entirely trustworthy. Occasional errors are found in the reports, 
but these are so few compared with the magnitude of the work 
and the numerous sources whence the information is derived, 
that no fair-minded man will permit them to discredit the value 
of the publication. While Inspector Smith may, in the course 
of a year, make special reports regarding 100 or even 200 places, 
The Year Book gives equally trustworthy reports each year from 
5000 places. Without inthe least discrediting the work Inspector 
Smith is doing, for which the National Board pays $5000 a year, 
we claim that twenty times the amount of information he can 
possibly give can be found in The Year Book, fresh in every 
detail each year, which sells for $5 a copy. 





THE daily papers of late have contained a vast amount of 
information and misinformation regarding the attitude of 
foreign nations towards this country since the passage of the 
McKinley bill by Congress. Editors, according to their free 
trade or protection proclivities, have predicted that other 
countries would make reprisals upon our commerce, or that the 
friendly relations would be undisturbed. ‘There have been inti- 
mations that some of the foreign governments would tax our 
insurance companies that are seeking business within their ter- 
ritory, but little credit was attached to such statements. Foreign 
fire insurance companies obtain many a fat plum from the insur- 
ance pudding in this country, and can safely be relied upon to 
see that the existing conditions should not be disturbed, espe- 
cially as no special burdens are imposed upon them by the 
recent legislation. According to the daily papers, France has been 
especially disturbed by our tariff tinkering, and threats of retal- 
iation have been numerous. At last a definite step in that 
direction has been taken, as a cable dispatch announces that a 
bill has been introduced in the Chamber of Deputies providing 
that foreign life companies must conform to government regu- 
lations set forth in the bill, and that one-half of the premiums 
received from business done in France must be invested in 
French securities. ‘These proposed restrictions are introduced 
by a preamble setting forth substantially that, in consequence of 
the attitude of the United States towards the commercial inter- 
ests of France, the government should not encourage life assur- 
ance companies of American origin. The full text of this bill 
has not been received here as yet, but there have been intima- 
tions that it is intended to impose such restrictions upon our 
companies as to prevent their duing business in French territory. 
Several of our life companies are doing business in France, 
and, by their enterprise and progressive methods, have succeeded 
in making themselves popular, and writing a large amount of 
assurance, thereby arousing the jealousy and envy of the home 
companies. These have lost no opportunity of assailing the 
American companies, and it is doubtless to their hostility that

How long this improvement 
will last is a conundrum, Experience teaches that owing toa few black sheep 
in the fold, it is extremely difficult to maintain a reasonable observance of 
either rules or rates at those places. However, with the aid of Inspector 
Ahern, a better state of affairs is anticipated for the future. 

The matter of agency credits, which has been the bane of every manager's 
life, has finally been taken hold of by the Pacific Insurance Union, and a rigid 
code of regulations is under discussion. It was high time something was 
done, as most agents on the Coast feel insulted if asked for premiums under 
ninety days, and many of them take six months to pay their companics. When 
the immense business done on the Coast in short risks on standing grain and 
grain in warehouse, running one, two, three and four months, is borne in 
mind, and the fact that only about half of such policies are paid for before 
they expire, the necessity of co-operation among companies to do away with 
the credit evil will be apparent. 

Manager C. F. Mullins is in the Northwest, looking after the Commercial 
Union's interests. J. G. W. Cofran of the Hartford is also in that section, 
looking after his company’s interests. 

The Southern California Insurance Company have removed to their new 
offices, 421 California street, and now have one of the handsomest headquar- 
ters in the city. 

Manager George D. Dornin of the Imperial has returned from England, 
where it is said he was called by the Home office forconference. Mr. Dornin 
states that all ramorgof change in management, or, in fact, any changes at 
all, are incorrect; that n atters will run along as before. 

The Royal-Queen wedding has caused considerable comment in local in- 
surance circles, but it is generally understood that for the present no change 
will be made at this point, the offices referred to continuing their business 
separately as heretofore. 

The Pacific Mutual Life are about beginning the erection of a fine eight- 
story brick building at the northeast corner of Montgomery and Sacramento 
streets. It will be one of the handsomest buildings in the city.

NEW ORLEANS. 


Efforts to Procure a Paid Fire Department—Underwriters Express Them- 
selues in Favor of a Change—Public Sentiment Being Educated to 
Approve of It—The North British and Mercantile Local Agents— 
The New York Bowery Seeking an Agent—A Rebellion in the Shreve- 
port Fire Department—Three Sugar House Losses. 





[From Our Own CorREsPONDENT.] 


What promises to prove a successful effort is now being made to secure an 
efficient fire department for New Orleans. For the past two years the ques- 
tion of making a change from the volunteer to the paid system has been very 
extensively discussed, and upon the present city council devolves the duty of 
settling the question. The special committee of the city council which has 
the matter in hand has held several sittings and the advocates of the paid de- 
partment have had, by far, the advantage of the discussions. At the last ses- 
sion of the committee the following letter was read and submitted :

The views expressed and the 
y the above named gentlemen are in exact accord with those 
idersigned fire underwriters of this city. Not only do we fully 
has already been done by them, but we stand ready to sup-, 
imate effort to convert our present volunteer department into a 
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paid, to exchange an inadequate and inefficient system for one better able to 
cope with modern requirements and more in consonance with the progress and 
enlightenment of the age in which we live. 

In this city alone, of all the great cities of this country, the relic of a de- 
parted system remains, and remains to justify the sneering-criticism that New 
Orleans is always behind the times. 

We contend, and our contentions can and will be supported by evidence of 
an incontrovertible character, that we have reached a time when public safety 
imperatively demands at the hands of public officials a radical change in the 
methods heretofore employed in fighting fire. Discipline is an indispensable 
adjunct to efficiency, and proper discipline cannot be enforced under any system 
which makes the office of the disciplinarian a gift of the disciplined, which 
might be more often awarded as a prize to popularity than a reward to merit. 

It is unnecessary to the purpose of this document to enter into any argu- 
ment. Its object is simply to show that the aforementioned gentlemen pos- 
sess the authority to represent and to speak for the undersigned, who repre- 
sent a very large majority of the fire underwriters of this city.

James G. Clark, president fro tem of the. council and an indefatigable 
and enthusiastic worker for a paid department, submitted the following: 


Among the many advantages of a ful] paid department over the present ob- 
solete system for the extinguishment of fires are that the chief will have abso- 
lute control over the entire fire department force of the city and a full obliteration 
of all district lines, and the fact that the department will not be subject to re- 
fusals to cross from one district to another, as was the case between the Sixth 
and Seventh district departments during the summer of 1889, or the refusal of 
the contractors of the First, Second, Third and Fourth districts to fight fires 
in the Sixth district department when adjacent to their terminal lines, which 
spirit, I am happy to record, has not prevailed among the directors of the 
Sixth district paid department, which on more than one occasion has crossed 
into the Fourth district and extinguished fires before the volunteer department 
of that district had responded to the alarm. 

In a full paid department the officers and men will hold perpetual office up 
to a fixed age limit, subject only to dismissal after conviction for cause, and 
will, as far as possible, come from the ranks of the present volunteer depart- 
ment, 

One of the many sad results of the present contest is the spirit manifested 
by a high official authority in his various denunciations of the advocates of a 
full paid system and their high desire to provide for an effective fire system in 
keeping with the progress of the age in which we live, in his severe denuncia- 
tion of the management of city affairs, and of his glorification of the present 
volunteer department, which abler firemen universally condemn, and while 
denying the well-known political character and influence of his association, 
dares to threaten his revenge and condemnation at the ballot box. 

It is time that the council and the volunteer department eliminate his vapor- 
ings from their consideration and to act in the interest of the general public 
and all of those who rely upon a serviceable fire department for the safety of 
their lives and property, and as so earnestly advocated by the fire under- 
writers of this and other cities. 


An ordinance prepared by the board of underwriters, containing the best 
features of similar ordinances in other cities, was also submitted, and will 
either be adopted i foto by the council or form the basis of the one that will be. 

The daily press is practically unanimous in advocating the change, and 
public sentiment is uvalterably fixed in that direction. So that the expecta- 
tion that New Orleans will have, before long, an efficient fire de, artment rests 
upon substantial reasons. 

Major Douglas West has accepted an agency of the North British and Mer- 
cantile, bat whether under the direction and supervision of Mr. Terry (the 
company’s other local agent) or not has not been made public. It is a well- 
known fact that the North British and Mercantile does not belong to the 
board, that Mr. Terry, aided and abetted by Manager Blagden, has persist- 
ently refused to join the board. How Major West will manage to make fish 
of one and fowl of the other is something which the future only can show. 

It is said that the Bowery Insurance Company is looking around for an 
agent. The company is small, has a prohibited list as long as the moral law, 
and therefore possesses little attraction to commend it to the local agents,

And, moreover, it is said that the Bowery, though small, is conceited and 
fastidious. 

The Shreveport Fire*Department has, to borrow the parlance of ring circles, 
‘*thrown up the sponge,” and petitioned the city to release it from its con- 
tract. Shreveport will have a paid department, but in the meanwhile the citi- 
zens will have very unreliable protection against fire. Thereis something here 
to furnish food for reflection to the prudent underwriter who is doing business in 
Shreveport. 

We have had three sugar-house losses thus far this year. 
the Lower Terrebonne Refinery, on which the insurance loss will, in all proba- 
bility, reach $60,000, The insurance on buildings and machinery was divided 
between the Crescent and the Home of New Orleans, each company having 
$25,000. The former company reinsured down to $3000, the latcer to $5000. 
Two men lost their lives in this fire, and several were injured.

A Suggestion Regarding Visiting Underwriters to the World’s Fair—Meet- 
ing of the Life Underwriters Association—Discussion of the Rebate 
Question—The Companies Claim to be Desirous of Abolishing Rebates— 
Good Reports from the Extreme West—The Recent Failures of Mutual 
Companies Demoralizing Mutual Business —Notes of Men and Things.

E. C. Lewis, general agent of the Boylston of Boston, proposed a scheme 
for Chicago underwriters for the taking care of agents during the Exposition 
of ’93, which is one certainly to be considered. It is that a club room be 
rented and fitted up as a general meeting, writing, reading and loafing place, 
centrally located, say in the new, Temperance Temple, where visiting agents 
can congregate and spend their spare time. It is certain that there will be 
many hundred agents in the city from out of town, and if they are obliged to 
hang around the general and local agency offices it might cause serious con- 
fusion. Mr. Lewis further proposes that the room selected be situated in close 
proximity to the local board rooms, where the underwriters could easily drop 
in at any time of the day. By.such means it would alleviate the difficulty of 
having eight or ten agents visiting an office at once, and do away with any 
confusion and annoyance. ‘The idea is certainly worth considering. 

The Chicago Life Underwriters held their regular monthly meeting and din- 
ner at the Union League club, with thirty members present, the largest number 
since the organization of the association. The main features of interest were 
the discussion of the rebate question by nearly every member present, and the 
reading of letters from the life companies in response to a letter from Presi- 
dent Nolan asking their co-operation in abating the evil. Letters were re- 
ceived from all but two of the companies so solicited, and each and every 
answer was favorable to the abolishing of the nuisance. Just how this is to 
be accomplished, however, is something of a poser. The question has been 
under discussion for months, and the end seems to be no nearer than it was at 
the beginning. 

From a careful canvass of the field by your correspondent it is evident that 
each agent is afraid of the other, and that the only successful solution of the 
problem lies with the legislature. 

Frank D. Rogers has just returned from a month’s trip through Colorado, 
Wyoming, New Mexico and other portions of the West, and reports vast 
improvements in all sections of the country. ‘‘ All through the West,” said 
Mr. Rogers, who by the way is one of the youngest managers in the business,

The resignation of E. F. Phelps of the secretaryship and management of 
the Covenant Mutual Benefit Association of Galesburg, Ill., will go into effect 
about December 5.

It secretary, M. A. Brann, and its manager and treas- 
urer, Talcott Ormsbee, are the gentlemen who were so closely allied to the 
Topeka Insurance Company of Kansas, which was obliged to discontinue 
business upon an examination by the Commissioner of Insurance of that State. 
The report of that examination is very interesting reading, and can be found 
in the Kansas Insurance Report for 1890. Upon inquiry from Mr. Brann as 
to whether his company was doing any business outside of the State of Iowa, 
he replied : ** Yes, indeed we know we are what your folks call ‘* cats.” 

The German-American Mutual Life Association of Burlington has recently 
been examined by the Auditor of the State of Iowa, and found to be in the 
condition as represented by its statement of January 1, 1890. This company, 
though young has a plan and basis rate which augurs success if conservatively 
managed. Its business as yet is not large, but is increasing as fast as its 
financial condition will permit. From the start it has paid its claims in full.

NOTES EN ROUTE. 

The Franklin of Columbus is another company to discover that it does not 
pay to wander very far from home on a small capital. The directors, having 
satisfied themselves on this point, voted on Friday, November 21, to reinsure 
all the outstanding risks of the company outside of Franklin county, O., in 
the Guardian of London, and to continue in business as a local company only, 
This movement was effected at the recommendation of Secretary O’ Kane, who 
has been with the Franklin for the past nineteen years, and to whom, more 
than anyone else, its past success has been due. In an interview had with 
that gentleman, he spoke substantially as follows: ‘‘ The Franklin has rein- 
sured all its outside business, about $25,000,000, on which the annual pre- 
mium is about $200,000, in the Guardian of London. The Franklin's business 
was distributed over the following States: Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Missouri and Ohio, the principal part, I should say sixty per cent, 
being in the last named State. 

“* We propose to continue in business as a local and reinsuring company, and 
can say that the company is in a perfectly solvent condition and possessed of 
ahandsome surplus. We have simply retired from the agency business to rid 
ourselves of the unhealthy competition which we were unable to meet. Hence- 
forth, the company will be run according to its size, as the fact has been 
plainly demonstrated and to our satisfaction, that a company with acapital the 
size of ours, $200,000, cannot do a general business and do it safely, As an 
agency company we discovered that our reinsurance reserve was overtaking us, 
but start out as a local, without a dollar of liability except our capital, and 
with a surplus of $50,000:” 

In answer to my question, ‘* what were the terms upon which the reinsur- 

ance was effected ?”” Secretary O’Kane replied: ‘‘I prefer not tu disclose 
these, but you can say that they were very complimentary to me.” He fur. 
ther informed me that the Guardian was the only company that bid for the 
reinsurance. 
Manager Bowers of the Guardian was on hand to close the matter up, and 
indicated by his manner that he was thoroughly pleased with his deal. He 
was glad to know that THe SPECTATOR had obtained the particulars, for, as 
he remarked to me, ‘* THE SPECTATOR goes everywhere and is read by every- 
Onein the bu iness.” The Franklin was organized twenty-six years ago and has 
been fairly successful throughout. Its paid-in capital at the time it commenced 
business was but $60,000, the balance, $140,000, having been added from 
time to time from interests and dividends. It has returned to stockholders 
$600,000 in cash. Most of its capital and surplus are represented in regis- 
tered Government bonds. 


Secretary O'Kane having filled the secretaryship of the Franklin so success- 
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fully for a number of years, has been prevailed upon to continue in that posi- 
tion for the present, at least. He is also general agent for Ohio of the Guar- 
dian of London, Liberty of New York and Girard of Philadelphia, and 
proposes to have the leading agency in his section both as to quality and 
quantity of companies represented. Mr. O’Kane enjoys the reputation of 
being a careful, skilful and well informed fire underwriter, and his many 
friends in the professon will wish him success with his agency. 

The Peoples Mutual Live Stock of Cleveland has retired from business and 
is now in the hands of a receiver. Mismanagement is the alleged cause of its 
demise. 

The Cleveland Association of Life Underwriters held its regular monthly 


meeting and banquet at The Stillman November 15, with eighteen members _ 


present. Captain F. A. Kendall of the Penn Mutual, the able president, was 
in the chair. C. E. Tillinghast, general agent of the Equitable Life, made a 
report outlining the work done by the executive committee of the National 
Association at its meeting in New York last month, Congratulatory speeches 
of the success thus far attained by the association, which was organized in a 
chaotic field, were made by several members. It was shown by them that the 
rebate evil had been practically eliminated from the business in Northwestern 
Ohio, while in the sixteen counties in the State where the association’s good 
work did not prevail, the business was in as demoralized a condition as ever. 
Not only has the rebate evil been removed, but a closer bond of friendship 
now exists between the members of the Cleveland Association of Life Under- 
writers than was ever known before. The association is endeavoring to or- 
ganize a “‘ little Dun’s agency” to further cement these ties and to protect 
one another against the ‘‘ tramp agent.” Further proof of the good work ac- 
complished by the association, which is but one anda half years old, was 
shown by the fact that the business in Northwestern Ohio to-day is in a 
healthier condition than it was ever before known to be—better in quality, 
larger in quantity—showing that full rates all around does not mean a falling 
off in business, as many have contended they would. Seven new members 
weie elected at the meeting. Altogether I think the Cleveland Association of 


Life Underwriters may be safely styled the banner organization of its kind in 


the United States. 





CASUALTY INSURANCE. 


—The compulsory insurance of workmen in Germany goes into effect on 
the first of January, 1891. 





—The business of the Preferred Mutual in October amounted to $12,085,000 
against $5,485,000 in the same month last year. 

—Within the past few weeks the Travelers have settled a loss for $10,000 
on the life of F. B. Tuttle of Kearney, Neb., who met his death while out 
hunting. 

—James Buckner has been appvinted géneral agent at New Orleans for the 
Equitable Accident Company of Denver, Col., which recently entered 
Louisiana, 

—The people of Switzerland have accepted the plan proposed by the 
government for compulsory accident and sickness insurance. It is expected 
that some 450,000 persons will come under the influence of the new law. 

—The Bankers and Traders Accident Association of this city has opened a 
general agency in Indianapolis, Ind., under the charge of Norman N, David- 
son. This company, although a small and comparatively new one, is doing a 
flourishing business, and will enter several States with the new year. 

—During election week the Lloyds Plate Glass Insurance Company of New 
York city suffered 107 losses. This is one of the costs of greatness ; a com- 
pany doing the volume of business the Lloyds is handling might well expect 
to have losses, but when they reach unprecedented numbers and are adjusted 
to the entire satisfaction of the policyholders, it is no wonder it does the 
largest business of its kind of any company in the world, 


—Parties in England have watched with much interest the progress of 
assessment accident assurance in this country, and, having noted its great 
success, have taken steps to start a company on a similar basis on their side of 
the water, so that before long the American system of accident assurance will 
be flourishing in England as does the American system of life assurance, It 
is expected that the new company will be in operation before 1891 dawns. 

—The £tna Life will, it is stated, transact the business of accident assur- 
ance through its present agents. The success of this experiment will be 
watched with interest. It is no uncommon thing for a man soliciting acci-

—The World’s Industrial Accident Association of Dubuque, Ia., whose 
card appears in the columns of this week’s SPECTATOR is the creation of 
Western enterprise and conservative management. Although but four years 
of age, it has established for itself a reputation where it has been represented 
as worthy the trust that has been placed in it. To make its members abso- 
lutely safe, the directors have contracted with the Second National Bank of 
Dubuque to act as a depository for its benefit fund, and no draft is recognized 
by this bank unless made on account of loss. To M. G. Duncan, its secre- 
tary, in a great measure is its success due. 

—A new agency firm at Pittsburgh is styled Phelps & Swartz. It was 
organized on November I, to represent the Standard Accident of Detroit in 
sixteen counties in Southwestern Pennsylvania. F. E. Bodwell, who has 
represented the company with much success in tke above territory for the past 
three years, retired owing to ill health. George H. Swartz of the new firm 
has acted as city agent for the Standard in Pittsburgh under Mr. Bodwell for 
two years, and will now give particular attention to the company’s regular 
accident and elevator department and generally supervise the agency, while 
his partner will devote his attention more particularly to the Standard’s em- 
ployers’ liability branch in their territory, The Standard will no doubt meet 
with much success in the hands of Phelps & Swartz. 


—John Werkhoff of Lafayette, Ind., was recently murdered. He was the 


sole support of his parents, and had taken the precaution to secure a, policy in 
the Railway Officials and Conductors Accident Association of Indianapolis, 
The secretary of the association, with commendable promptness, paid the face 
of the policy, $1000, at once, a course which has increased the esteem in 
which it has always been held by the citizens of Indiana, The company has 
assets of $174,000, with not a dollar of liability for claims, and makes it a 
rule never to close the office at night with a single claim unsettled where 
proofs have been received.

—A case of great interest to accident insurers has just been decided by the 
English courts, covering the legal liability for shooting accidents. Of course, 
the law is well settled that a liability exists both in respect to injuries willfully 
indicted and injuries negligently inflicted. If a number of men are out shoot- 
ing and one of them intentionally and maliciously fires in the direction of 
another and wounds him, there would be no doubt of the civil and criminal 
liability of the person who fired the shot. So also if the firing was carelessly 
and negligently done, there would certainly be a liability to respond in a civil 
suit for damages. But where one of a number of sportsmen accidentally, 
without meaning to do so, and without any want of care on his part, wounds 
another person engaged at the same time with him in the pursuit of game, 
does the law render him liable to a civil action for damages on account of the 


injury? Curiously enough this point has never before been settled, not even 
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in England, where shooting is such a common sport. Now, h 
cision has been given in a lower court in a case brought unde 
circumstances: ‘The defendant in the suit, with a number of « 
out pheasant shooting in November, 1888.

At the same time it is built 
in sucha way as to have no waste lumber, as not a piece can be found that is 
not actually necessary in its construction. This building consists of only one 
room, fifteen feet square, and in it there is all the necessary machinery for 
testing the automatic sprinkler heads as to what pressure they will stand, and 
this we do by means of a hydraulic pump. At the same time there is another 
sprinkler frame with an arm extending over the oven, in which is generated 
heat by the means of an atmospheric gas burner, which will throw a very large 
blaze, and at the same time can be reduced to suit, or for any desired tem- 
perature. In this oven it is proposed to test different kinds of heads where 
they have been in position in some risk for a number of years, and where there 
is any kind of accumulation of dirt, dust, oil or acids, or any foreign matters 
which may be calculated to prevent a thorough working of the head in cas> of 
fire. While the whole expense of this testing house is assumed by the Phenix, 
still, at the same time, it is the purpose and desire of Mr. Stockdell to give the 
insurance companies generally—the Southeastern Tariff Association in par- 
ticular—the full benefit of all tests or investigations.

It is stated that the fire began in the drying room, 
where it smouldered under some loose cotton, despite the prompt action of the 
Grinnell sprinklers, and reaching a partition burned through into the next room, 
where the sprinklers soon expended the entire supply of water. Then the 
flames had full sway until two rotary pumps could be gotten into operation.
